From Exemptions

The Fulton County government 
can expect a slight increase in 
tax revenue this year, but coun- 
ty schools apparently will get less 
tax money from real estate, ac- 
cording to incomplete figures re- 
leased Thursday by the Joint 
Board of Tax Assessors, 

The assessors furnished the fig- 
ures after the county commis- 
sioners declared Wednesday they 
could not and would not adopt a 
budget without having the 1956 
digest total under the reapprais- 
al program which became effec- 
tive this year. 

BEFORE DEDUCTIONS 

A letter signed by Sam Calla- 
way, board secretary, said the 
assessors estimate the county’s 
digest, using 50 per cent of val- 
uation as a basis for county tax- 
es, will amount to $394,274,719 be- 
fore deduction of homestead ex- 
emptions. 

The county commissioners ap- 
peared satisfied the digest will 
bring in sufficient revenue to 
meet the expenses, and indicated 
they will go ahead with approval 
of the country’s $16,315,360 budget. 

Comptroller John Still said that 
on the basis of the assessor’s fig- 
ures, the county could expect to 
receive about $15,559,992 in total 
revenue. This would mean the 
county would use about $755,300 
in cash surplus against the new 
year’s operation. 


CONFIRMS FEARS

Dr. M. D. Collins, state school 
superintendent, said Thursday 
that a Legislative Economy Com- 
mittee recommendation on state 
aid to local school systems would 
be impractical. 

The committee has recommend- 
ed that state financial help to any 
local system be held to a maxi- 
mum of 75 per cent. 

Dr. Collins said “‘some of the 
country counties just could not” 
raise their financial] participation 
to 25 per cent. 

“For example,” he. said, 
“Heard County would have to 
raise its school tax levy from 15 
to 64 mills to meet the minimum 
requirement of 25 per cent.”

President Eisenhower's State of the 
Union message to the Congress, a chore 
fequired by the Constitution, was forth- 
tight and courageous. 

Therefore, it will please few. One sus- 
pects the President overrode his more 
political-minded advisers in some of its 
paragraphs. 

He promised no relief from taxes. In- 
stead he rebuked the more insistent by 
saying: “We can never justify going fur- 
ther into to give oursel\ 
cut at the expense of our children 

That's t enough. But it isn't too 
le politically. 
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To be consistent he urged that all 


excise taxes and special corporation rates.

scheduled to “die” in April be continued 
for another year. 

Nor did the President appease the 
various ramifications of prosegregation 


Citizens’ Councils which have been spring- 
ing up in the South. While he did not 
use the word “Sauth,” he urged a full 
probe of alleged violations of civil rights. 
“It is disturbing,” he said, “that in some 
localities allegations persist that Negro 
citizens are being deprived of their right 
to vote and are likewise being subjected 
to unwarranted economic pressures... . 
I recommend that the substance of these 
charges be thoroughly examined .. .” 
x * * 


His farm recommendation was noth- 
ing new, though it was so presented. It 
was the old “soil bank” plan advanced 
many years ago by Henry Wallace. Under 
it the government would pay farmers for 
keeping land idle and carrying out soil- 
building practices on it. It will not work 
unless there is some tie-in with direct 
production controls. 

Farmers have learned that with in- 
creased use of fertilizers and by planting 
tested seed, especially hybrids, they can 
plant much closer and produce greater 
amounts on much less land. This applies 
both to row and field crops. The Presi- 
dent’s farm proposal is not adequate. 
Nor is it workable in its present form. 
It seemed to be an almost desperate at- 
tempt to halt increasing criticism from 
the farm belt. 

A new bighway program was re- 
quested. Some such measure is sure to 
pass. The President also asked for semi- 
socialistic federal insurance plans to cope 
with drought, storm and flood disasters. 
He ventured, too, into the field of medical 
costs, asking for federal reinsurance or 
voluntary health policies to “cushion the 
heavy and rising cost of illness and hos- 
pitalization.” 

Statehood for Hawaii and Alaska, in- 
creased postal rates and revision of the 
immigration laws were other requests. 

He lifted a grim warning about the 
increased strength of Russia and Red 
China. 

io 

In general it was a routine address— 
save for the forthright stands in the con- 
troversial fields of taxes and civil rights. 
There will almost certainly be important 
reverberations to the latter. Civil rights 
legislation was sure to be proposed in 
the wake of the Mississippi cases, any- 
how. With the President recommending 
thorough investigation in this field, there 
will be a determined drive. That it will 
bring on an old-fashioned, angry South- 
ern filibuster is equally as sure. Its effect 
on the Democratic Party’s fall campaign 
cannot now be-predicted, but the prog- 
nosis is not too good. 

The President gave no clue to his own 
plans. 

Not even a Sherlock Holmes could 
find any evidence of political intent for 
1956. 

This may bring on a move by the 
Knowland faction in the GOP. 

The potential aftereffects of the State 
of the Union message are more important 
than anything the President said.

The officials in the White House 
responsible for legislative affairs 
don’t want the President to de- 
clare himself too early. 

The Democrats were saying 
that both parties could play 
the waiting game. They want to

see the dimensions of the presi- 
dential campaign before plunging 
too deeply into the legislative pro- 
gram. 

Consequently there is a differ- 
ence between the parties on legis- 
lative timing right from the start. 

There seems to be less confi- 
dence among Republican legis- 
lators than among Republican top 
officials here that the President 
will seek a second term.

False Values Offer 
No Lasting Security 


Again and again in the Old Testament the 
prophets of the one true God condemned with 
scorching words the men who worshiped false i 
False gods were those fashioned and created by the hands 
The idols possessed no divinity and although some men 


gods. 
of man. 


worshiped before them they without life and power. 


Why do men create gods of iron 
and stone when they may worship 
the supreme King of Kings? Why 
accept a shabby substitute when 
there is a true God? I suppose it 
is because the requirements of 
true religion are severe and exact- 
ing. So a man not wishing to meet 
such exalted obligations creates @ 
god to fit his purposes, a strange 
little god who demands nothing 
more than the man wants to offer. 

Man-made gods are impotent and 
artificial. They may give a person 
some small measure of comfort, 
but they offer no lasting security. 
They may fulfill a man’s need for 
worship but they can never re- 
spond and bless. 


Isaiah had a great deal to say 
about those who ‘“‘worship the work 
of their own hands’’ (Isaiah 2:8). 
At one timé he used ridicule and 
biting satire against idolatry. He 
described a man who planted a 
cedar tree and then watched it 
grow. Finally when the tree’s ma- 
turity was reached the man went 
out and chopped it down. A portion 
of the wood was used for fuel and 
another portion for the fire on 
which he baked his bread. 


Another portion of the wood was 
made into an idol. Out of the resi- 
due of.the“wood he made a god 
which he worshipped! 


Here are Isaiah's words: “Half

of it he burns in the fire; over 
the half he eats flesh, he roasts 
meat and is satisfied; also he 
warms himself and says, ‘Aha, I 
am warm, I have seen the fire!’ 
And the rest of it he makes into 
an idol, falls down and worships 
it; he prays to it and says, ‘De- 
liver me, for thou art my god!’ ”’ 
(Isaiah 44:16-17, RSV). 

Actually Isaiah says that such 
a man worships a block of wood 
which in another moment may be 
no more than ashes. 

What a powerful word-picture of 
the stupidity of idol worship. We 
don’t do those things today, of 
course. We don’t make little 
wooden figures and set them in 
our homes as our gods. Yet is it 
not true that what a man worships 
is what means most in his life? 
And don’t we make false gods out 
of many things which are un 
worthy of reverence and praise? 

Modern idol worship may be 
more subtle than ancient idolatry. 
but it is no less false. The danger 
of idolatry lingers with us still. 
God commanded that we should 
have no other gods before Him 
(Exodus 20:3). “If ye do return 
unto the Lord with all your hearts, 
then put away the strange gods 
from among you and prepare your 
hearts unto the Lord and serve. 
Him only’ (1 Samuel 7:3). 


Security Probe Is 


Under Way at Last 


WASHINGTON—Open letter to the Commission 
on Government Security: Congress has entrusted to 


you a grave and urgent responsibility: to take a . 


calm, careful, 
curity program and to come up 
for everybody. 

This kind of study undertaken 
for the most part by detached and 
qualified people, as many outside 
the government as within who have 
no special incentive to make the 
past look bad or the present look 
good, is woefully late. 

It is woefully late because the 
White House was persuaded that 
the study was unnecessary and 
might well be politically embar- 
rassing. It dragged its feet and did 
nothing. 

Whereupon the Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress took the intia- 
tive and ultimately with the 
decisive support of both parties 
your commission was brought into 
being. 

It isn’t your fault that you are 
beginning an investigation at a 
time when you ought to be end- 
ing it. 

You will soon acquire a full- 
er grasp of this operation than 
any Washington correspondent can 
possibly have. I certainly take no 
dogmatic attitude toward what you 
are going to find or may possibly 
recommend. But I do take the lib- 
erty of mentioning several aspects 
of the operation of the security pro- 
gram which at times have seemed 
to me to have been neglected: 

1—Security is positive as well as 
negative. Security is something 
which the nation must achieve; se- 
curity isn't just freedom from in- 
security. This means that the 
security program must be directed 
to the vital end of keeping and re- 
cruiting the most qualified people

Especially the government does 
not have the right to punish, 
through misapplication of the se- 
curity program, innocent and hon- 
est citizens by smearing their rep- 
utations and depriving them of 
their means of livelihood. 

3—President Eisenhower often 
has insisted that the security pro- 
gram would be carried out with 
the most faithful attention to the 
rights of the individual. I am cer- 
tain he means it; he wants it that 
way. It hasn’t always worked that 
way. 

These are some of the aspects of 
the security program you will be 
studying and pondering. If you ap- 
proach them on a_ confidential 
basis you will find that several 
members of the Cabinet will have 
interesting suggestions to offer. 
The country is gratified that you 
are engaged in this study because 
there is one thing we need — to 
keep politics out of security and 
security out of politics. Your in- 
vestigation can help do both.

It is appropriate 


to think of it every now and then as a collection of individuals who 
come here from every part of our vast nation and represent all sorts 
of regions geographically and all sorts of viewpoints politically. 


Thus it represents all of us, the 
best and the worst in us. Again as 
down through our history we pray 
that Congress will arrive at the 
best possible solutions that are 
worthy of our traditions. 


We often take our democratic in- 
stitutions for granted. But it is 
well to remember that they are the 
result of a long and historic strug- 
gle, There is no better time to re- 
call this than when our democracy 
refreshes itself now when our rep- 
resentatives return here from con- 
tact with our people. 

While we know there will be 
much controversy and many angry 
disputes as the issues develop in 
this session, this is surely a time 
for achievement based on calm ap- 
praisal of our situation here at 
home and our responsibility in the 
world.

Here at home there are defects 
which it is high time we do some-

Yet we 
have let our educational plant al- 
most run down. It is good that 
Speaker Rayburn put a school con- 
struction bill at the top of major 
legislative measures in the House 
program. 


But we have fallen behind in 
other areas—in meeting the health 
needs of our people; in social se 
surity which still is inadequate: in 
minimum wage standards from 
whose protection millions still are 
excluded; in the economic condi- 
tion affecting blighted coal mining 
and textile areas, where unemploy- 
ment that has continued for many 
months offers a dark contrast to 
the prosperity that abounds else- 
where for so many of our people. 

This prosperity! has created a 
sort of apathy that needs to be 
shaken. For now is the time, when 
conditions generally are good, for 
us to look carefully into our whole 
economy and correct its inadequa- 
cies. 

For all of this we need self- 
examination and se} f-criticism 
which has been too long withheld. 
We look to Congress to fulfill its 
function in our democracy as high 
critic of the state of our Union.

The League issued a brief | 
statement in support of the public 
school system a day after the 
Georgia Education Commission | 
proposed a half dozen bills to 
implement the “‘private school”’ ; 
constitutional amendment. It 
campaigned against the constitu- 
tional amendment in 1954. 

‘We are in favor of retaining 
the public school svstem.”’ said 
Mrs. Walter Paschall of Atlanta, 
president of the state league. ‘‘We 
have not yet seen the bills pro 
posed by the Georgia Education 
Commission. If they are designed 
to abolish our svstem of public | 
schools, we will be against | 
them.’”’ | 

The League of Women Voters | 
has taken no stand on segrega-| 
t10n. | 

The Georgia Education Com- 
mission which approved, without 
dissent, the bills to close publi 
schools and send students to pri- 
vate schools if segregation falls, 
is headed by Gov. Griffin.

(It 
was postponed from last week 
due to the Sugar Bowl game in 
New Orleans.) 

NEWCOMERS 

A lot of newcomers to the city 
will attend and will be interested 
in the chateau. 

The big stone house at 1150 
Peachtree St., present home of 
the Atlanta Woman’s Club, was 
built prior to 1910 by the late 
Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Wimbish. 
Mr. Wimbish, an attorney, came 
here from Columbus, and his

wife was the former Susie Dick- 
inson of Bainbridge. 

‘‘Mrs. Wimbish loved beautiful 
furniture and was an ardent trav- 
eler,’’ recalled Mrs. Katherine 
Connerat, a charter member of 
the club. ‘‘She made many tours 
to Europe, and on one she spied 
a place in the beautiful chateau 
country of southern France. She 
returned here and said she had 
found her dream house and 
planned to build a replica here.”’ 


The home was built by W. T. 
Downing, according to the 


wishes and dreams of Mrs. Wim- 


bish. 
BUILT SLATON HOME 


“He built the John Grant home 
on West Paces Ferry road, the 
John M. Slaton home on Peach- 
tree road, and also mine, which 
is still right around the corner 
on 14th street from the club,’ 
added Mrs. Connerat. 


Once completed, the Wimbish 
home became the scene of many 
brilliant social affairs. The cou- 
ple gave many parties and 
among them was the debut sup- 
per-dance given in 1913 to intro- 
duce their nieces to Atlanta so- 
ciety. They were Bonnie Chris- 
tine Barnard of Marietta, Addy 
Anthony of Griffin, and Louise 
des Vergers of Bainbridge. 


Miss Barnard married Clar- 
ence Coppedge. When their 
daughter, Shirley Coppedge mar- 
ried William F. Sartain at St. 
Philip’s Cathedral on St. Valen- 
tine’s Day in 1950, the wedding 
reception was held in the same 
rooms where the bride’s mother 
bowed to society. In fact, the 
couple stood before the same 
mantel where the debs stood in 
1913. 

GROWING PAINS 

Along about 1920, the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club, the first fed- 
erated group in the city, was 
having growing pains in its head- 
quarters on Baker street, former 
site of the Christian Church. 

‘Mr. Wimbish was one of the 
outstanding freight rate lawyers 
in the United States,’ said Mrs. 
B. M. Boykin, former club presi- 
dent. ‘‘Many cases were to be 
heard before the U.S. Supreme 
Court, so he and Mrs. Wimbish 
went to Washington to live. The 
house was for sale, and the club 
decided to: buy it. We paid $40,- 
000 for the house and property 
which extended to Crescent ave- 
nue. I remember going to Chatta- 
nooga to get a $77,000 loan. We 
insured 77 members for $1,000 
each. We paid every penny back, 
but it took us 30 years to do it!”’ 

The Woman's Club. set up 
‘‘business’’ in the chateau with 
the late Mrs. Claude Smith, then 
Mrs. Irving Thomas, as president. 
Then, when Mrs. Boykin became 
president, an auditorium, costing 
$110,000, and a banquet hall, cost- 
ing $47,500, were added. 

It was named the Lucile King 
Thomas Auditorium for the for- 
mer president. The former Miss 
King lived across the street from 
the Wimbish home in the big 
white columned home of: her 
father, the late George King.

Here Are Some Rules 
For Child Cardiac 


A woman from a small town 
in Illinois was told her 6-year-old 
son had heart trouble. Her ques- 
tion, ‘‘What do I do now?”’ comes 
up so often I decided to give my 
opinion along this line. 


Most physicians realize that 
heart disease usually is a life- 
long disability and will not make 
this diagnosis until they are sure 
of their ground. 

If there is any question, a con- 
sultation is in order. The child 
need not be told until he is old 
enough to understand. 

The parents should decide to 
rear the youngster like any other 
child so that he will never be 
regarded as different or bur- 
dened with a serious handicap. 


It is natural for parents to 
overprotect and restrict the af- 
flicted boy or girl. This is the 
wrong thing to do because it en- 
courages invalidism, which may 
be more disabling than the heart 
condition. 


The youngster should be given 
the same understanding, affec- 
tion, and responsibilities as the 
other offspring. 


There is no harm in discipline 
nor will crying aggravate the 
cardiac condition. Two sets of 
standards in the home create a 
hardship on the afflicted tyke as 
well as on the healthy children. 


The latter resent the extra at- 
tention their cardiac sibling re- 
ceives and feel cheated when 
they do not get their share of 
affection. The parents should ob- 
tain authoritative knowledge of 
heart disease in general and the 
youngster’s type in particular. 

Sudden death is not the rule; 
consequently, there is no need to 
be critical of every move the 
little fellow makes. 

Inactivity does not make the 
cardiac live longer. Each child 
must learn his limitations and 
stop when he becomes tired or 
short of breath. 

Explaining the situation to the 
youngster and letting him take 
the initiative is better than plead- 
ing, nagging, and a_ constant 
‘don’t do this’ or ‘don’t do 
that.” 

As the boy grows older, par- 
ents may be forced to put their 
foot down on competitive sports. 
They are strenuous and the 
cardiac may push himself be- 
yound the point of fatigue. 


The school will help in this 


respect because it does not al- 
low a student with congenital or 
rheumatic heart disease to com- 
pete along this line. 

Children with heart disease 
must be schooled in the rules of 
good hygiene. They should be 
immunized against diphtheria, 


tetanus, whooping cough, and 
smallpox. 

A respiratory infection, espe- 
cially a strep throat, may lead 
to rheumatic fever with addi- 
tional damage to the heart. 
Hence is is necessary to guard 
against colds and call the fam- 
ily physician at the first sign.
